We are able to digest our 
food when we are in erect 
posture. But will we be 
to digest our food if we are 
upside down? 


Yes, we can swallow and digest food 
even if we are upside down. When 
we swallow food, it doesn’t drop 
down the oesophagus (gullet) into 
the stomach. It is moved down by 
circular muscles in the walls of the oesophagus. The muscles contract and expand in a 
wave-like sequence from top to bottom to force the food towards the stomach. So we can 
eat and drink even while standing on our head. When the food reaches the stomach, a 
one-way valve normally prevents it from flowing back into the oesophagus. 


How do aeroplanes turn 
while flying?

A plane is turned by increasing 
the lift on one wing or the other. 
For example, the right aileron (a 
swinging part at the rear edge of 
the wing) is raised to turn the 
plane to the right and the left 
aileron is raised for the left turn. 
At the same time, the rudder at 
the tail of the plane is turned 
right or left to aid the turn and to keep the plane’s nose steady. But when a plane turns, 
the amount of lift opposing the force of gravity is reduced, resulting in loss of altitude. To 
prevent this, the nose is raised and the throttle is pushed forward to increase the engine 
power.
